Zo, What nre the omnximum rents 
which can be expected from auch Ine 
comenT Win a generally accepted prin- 
ciple thut rent mhould hot exceed one 
fifth of family Income. In exceptional 
canes, where coat of transport, foad, 
ete. ds cheap, a rent equal to ene quar 
ter of family earnings might be per- 
minsihle, For the poorer working clas. 
acs of Hongkong therefore rent should 
be between $3 and $6 per month and at 
worst should not exceed $4 tu $7.60 por 
month. © On average the maximum 
rent whould not exceed $5 per month, 
There arc, however, two other factors 
to be taken Into consideration; nomely, 
the number of mouths to be fed out 
of family income and the cost of feced- 
ing them. If sufflelent money ia avynll- 
nble the poorer Chinese normally apend

MULTISTORIED TENEMENTS 


30. Before précecding te consider 
powible improvements it would be ad- 
visable first, to, give nome attention to 
the ‘question whtther flata or houses are 
beat sulted to the Chinese poorer clanscs. 
In their villages, houses are normally one 
or two storied. In Hongkong the demand 
for dwellings and {he shortage of good 
bullding land has ted to the erection of 
fata. Approximately 4¥% «of Honrkong 
tenements are three storfen in helght and 
40°; ate four storied. In Kowloon where 
development ‘is of much tater date than 
Victoria and where, owing to wider roads, 
increased maximum building helghts are 
possible, the majotity of houws are only 
three stories high. One would bmagine 
that landlords weuld for the most part 
develope thelr Inand to the maximum 
Intensity permirsible, As they haye not 
done no it ens only be concluded that. 
not only fs there no detnand for many 
storied tenements, but that there Is even 
objection to them, 

3. In view of high Iand valuca in 
Victoria, it acema falrly certain that, if 
ony rehousing and replanning ts to 
done, some blocka of — multistoricd 
tenements will have to be erected. For 
family fife there are many objections to 
flain, There are, however, according to 
{he Cenaun Report of 1931, some 150,000 
people aver 17 years of age who aro either 
mngte or widowed. Although muny are 
nu doubt Uving with their families a large 
humber wilh be living {ndepeniantly. If 
muultistorled blocks must be erected they 
might be designed to sult the needs of 
this elasa, leaving the lower blocks for 
the use of familics. 

32. High jand values make the provision 
of two storied or single storied houses 
impossible for the smasscs. Even with 
land at its cheapest, the necessary rents 
would be prohibitive for all who could 
not pay at least $7 or he per month. 

33. The question of the mixing or. 
negregaiion of different. social grades is 
a subject for controversy in Europe and 

articularly In England, Amongst the 

‘hinese the distinction between classes 
fs not so atrictly regarded as in Europe. 
Differences in ‘circumstances there are, 
but they do not engender sharp <soclal 
distinctions which prevent the mixing 
ot classes. Poor and wealthy frequently 
live aide by aide in slmiJar houses. In 
England tt [s now recognized that “while 
fA grouping of congenial elements is a 
proper object of planning, the compicte 
segregation of large blocks of different 
types. of houses is tundesirablo on 
social grounds,” Although social snob- 
bery is to be deplored, a complete Iack 
of class consclousness con give rise to 3 
situation, which can by no means bo 
Tegarded with equanimity. In Hongkong 
there are many people occupying flats 
in the. congested areas,, who could well 
afford to move to the outskiris, and pay 
rents for much {better houses thon they 
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now occupy. Their presence In tho 
Congested arcaa reduces the amount of 
Sccommodation avaitable for the poorer 
clasxen, forcex up rents, and Increases the

The first Hongkong Budget 
under the gubernatorial ad- 
ministration of Sir Geoffry 
Northcote would appear, on 
first impressions, to present 
1 somewhat gloomy preview of 
the . futute, Expenditure in 
1939 is expected to soar by over 
six million dollars since Decem-. 
ber last year to an all-time re- 
cord of $38,602,760, leaving at 
the end of the year a deficit, if 
certain commendable proposals 
by His Excellency are carried 
out, of approximately $2,800,000 
to be met from the Colony’s 
surplus balance. The Financial 
Secretary, whose clear exposi- 
tion of the financial position of 
the Colony is refreshing after 
previous uninformative state- 
ments laid before Hon. Council- 
lors, foresees un $40,000,000 an- 
nual Budget in the not distant 
future. 

In one respect, the cultivation 
in Hongkong of what can be 
called,‘ ‘Dollar Sense,” for 
want. of a better expression, is 
somewhat unfortunate. Re- 
duced .to pounds, shillings and 
pence, a $40,000,000 Budget 
such as the Hon. Mr. S. Caine 
envisages means that the 
Colony will be called upon to 
expend approximately £2,500,- 
000 per annum, or, on the basis 
of the present population, some- 
thing like £2 per capita. 

Under the — circumstances 
pessimism seems somewhat un- 
justified. Many cities through- 
out the world with far less 
population or responsibilities 
than Hongkong are budgetting 
for expenditures that exceed 
those of this Colony two, three, 
even fivefold. It should be 
borne in mind that  approxi- 
mately seventeen per cent. of 
Hongkong’s total revenuc js re- 
‘mitted to the Imperial Govern- 
ment ag this, Colony’s’ con- 
tribution, to Imperial Defence.

authority. The supply of houses re- 
sulting from thin wan, numerically, a 
great sucerrn but the coat to tho State 
enormous, In consequence imethodn 
wero chanjzed and a grant was offered 
of n fixed mubsidy per house of specified 
nize bullt by private enterpriac, to let 
or ta sell, and a subsidy to local autho- 
ritles for houacs built to let. This 
mothod resulted $n 400,000 housen be- 
Ing bullt in six yenrs, but the majority 
were built to sell and not to Set. The 
poorer working classes remained un- 
provided for. Other diMcultics fn the 
way of providing houses wero shortage 
of Inbour and the high cost of 
materinis, Conts reached thelr peak in 
1927 but by 1929 had fallen to the levels 
of Wit. Even su rents wero ntill be- 
yond the capneity of the poorrr elngacs, 
nnd the slum problem had not been 
touched. Between the end of the war 
and 1031 over 3,500,000 houses were 
built, of which about 1,000,000 wore for 
sale and the remalnder, owing to high 
rents, wore innlnly Jet to the superior 
artisan and professional classes, moat 
of whom could afford an econymle rent. 
A Parliamentary Committee In 1031 
stated that “the only solution appearet 
to he the bullding of Inrge number of 
working class houses at. low rents.” 
Without financial assistance from the 
Stnte that wan: impossible, 


SUBSIDY PROBLEMS 


5. The erection of large numbers of 
low rented houses brings jn its train 
numerous nubsidiary problems. The 
Qrst is that the rent must bo within 
tho menue of the prospective tenant. 
When income is Hmited, a rise in rent 
means less moncy for foud, and cases 
have been known where tenants have 
been removed from nlum areas and the 
death rate among them has increased 
through malnutritlon, Many now hous- 
Ing entates, ideally bullt and, from the 
aint of view of health, idenlly situated, 
ave {ntled--to altrnct 
clnanva for whom they were Intended, 
an they wero situated so’ far from 
menns of livelihvod, that the workers 
could not afford olther the time for 
travelling or the incroased transport 
costs, In some cases the lack of 
schouln, churches, shops nnd auch like 
have kept proapective tenants away. 
The alum dwellor {sn nsocinble porson; 
his environment and .almost complete 
lack of privacy has forced upon hin a 
degree of sociability ontlroly absent In 
the wealthier classes. In England the

Tho “fomity’ {fe almost synonymoun 
with the "clan". For practical pur 
ponen however the clan Is too loose a 
term, and too variahie a quantity, to bo 
of much uar, and the term “family” is 


applied only to parenta and: thelr direct 
offspring. “Aw soon as ono of the chil- 
dren marries a now family ia created. 
To provide houses suitable for forlly 
Ilfe It 4s necessary to know the normal 
algo of familieg. On this point, un- 
fortunately, no Agures are available. 
In England, statistics ahow that about 
160% of familles consist of batween two 
and five peopte. Families excocding alx 
ore leas than 2095 of the total. Tho 
general impression amongst Europenne 
Is thot Chinese familles are large. 
Although tho birth rate ja undoubtedly 
high the Infantlle death rato fa also 
high ond, in consenuence, the actual 
number of Ilving children Is probably 
very little greater per {amity than in 
England. Allowing for the fact that, 
throughout tho world, the frorer closes 
tend ‘to hnve larger famillea than the 
wonlthier claanes, It docs not seem un- 
renaonnable to preaume that the average 
Chineac fnmily in five or six. (See also 
Paragraph 42). 


10, Tho next polnt for conalderation 
Ie the normal earnings of the Chincso 
fnmily and how much of, those carn- 
Inge can be allocated for rent. In 
Appendix HI are given the normal rates 
of when for different clases of 
workers. The wages for akilled work- 
era vary botween $10 and $70 per 
mouth and, for unekilled workers, be- 
twoon $16 and $24 per month, Family 
factory workers enrn from $6 tu $24 
ser mionth, Among the poorer clases 
poth husband and wife unually works 
no their combined carnings would, 1 
on full time employment, range from 
$21 to $04:-per month, Ap moat of tho 
noorer clannes nro casual Inbourere, it 
te probably that, amongst those norm- 
ally employed, not more than twanty 
days work per month could be relied 
Upon as an averaro, Proportionatoly 
therefore combined enrninga would drop 
to between $14 nnd $01 per month. 
When both husband and wifo aro un- 
akilled casual babourers, as they gener: 
ally are, a normal wogg level of be 
tween $14 and $30 por month in the 
moat which can be expected. 


MAXIMUM RENTS 


20. What are the maximum rentea 
which can bo expected from such In- 
comes? It fun genornlly accepted prin- 
ciple that yent should not exceed one 
Afth of fninily income. In exceptional 
enacn, whero coat of transport, food, 
vtec, is cheap, a rent equal to one quar- 
ter of family carningn might bo per- 
missible. For the poorer working clas- 
ses of Hongkong therefore rent should 
bo between 83 and $6 per month and at 
worat should not exceed $4 to $7.60 per 
month, On nvernage the maximuni 
rent should not exceed $5 per month. 
Thore aro, however, two other factors 
to be taken into conalderntion; namely, 
tho numbor vf moutha to be fed out 
of family income and the cont of feed- 
ing them. If auMclent money Ia avall- 
able the poorer Chincao normally spend 
$6 or 36 per month on food. It can 
bo xnfely asaumed thoreforo that food 
of satisfactory quality ond quantity 
cannot be obtnined nt Jess than $4 por 
hend per month. (Tho Society for 
Protection of Children normally Ilmita 
itn activities to thozo cases where 
famlly incomo 1s tess than $4 per head 
per month.) A family of four there- 
fore, carning a total of $10 per month, 
cannot really nfford anything for rent 
or clothing. Actually they do pay 
something for those Items, but only at 
the coxt of under-nourishment, making 
them particularly Uable to illness. and 
open to attacks of Infectlous disecasen, 
with consequent Joss*in earning cap- 
peltys and a further drop in income. 
No Information js available as to curn- 
ihgn in relation to the numbers in 
familien. It might however be reason- 
ably assumed that, in a family with 
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four children, the elder children will 
often be carning aay, suffelent to pro- 
vide themsolves with food. It might 
also bo taken as a working basle that, 
where family income Is cas than ed 
er month, rent of any sort in boyond 
heir means, 

21, For the purpose of houalng It 
sccma advisable to ciasalfy the popula- 
tlon under threo heads, 

Class A—Those who can remuncrate 
private enterpriso for housing accom- 
modation, 

Class U.--Those who can only afford 
to pay auMclont rent to provide a rate 
of Interest inauMclent to attract private 
enterprise, 

Cinss C.—Thoso 
housod at a loss. 

22, No figures ore avaliable from 
which the numbera‘in cach class could 
be estimnted with any degreo of ac- 
curncy. 

23, Criticlam of oxisting accommoda- 
tlon can ‘now bo based on certain known 
fncts or reasonablo ussumptlons. Thoy 
are, 


(mn) The regard for family thos 
amongst the Chinese is exceed: 
ingly strong, and housing, to be 
matinfactory, must cater for 
family life. 

Tho normal alze of family can 
bo assumed to be between five 
and six per family. 

For thoso whose carnings are 
fairly steady a rent between if 
and $7.60 por month per family 
might normally bo oxpected, but 
there aro large numbers who can- 
not nfford even theas low renta 
‘and for whom housing can only 
be provided at n fosn, 

24. Plans nro attached which show 
the threo main types of Chinene tene- 
ment houacs which are to be found In 
Mongkong. 

26. Economical pressure, unfortun- 
utely. necenaitates from two to nlx 
fambics sharing n floor, as a rule, and, 
an present atandards in Hongkong per- 
mit between ten and twelve people to 
occupy such a floor, then the normal 
manner of use cannot bo conaldorcd 
antiafactory, The narrow and deep typo 
of room renders privacy poasible only 
nat the expenne of free circulation of 
light ond air, The room can only bo 
d§vided by menna of cubicles; the walls 
of there eubleles cnnnot be taken up 
to the cefling, as all light and alr would 
bo cut off from inner compartments. 
Thoy are therefore morely fixed screens 
and the whole floor In virtually ono 
room. In a place like Hongkong, where 
Infectlous disensen and cpidomica are 
ever prenent, tho spread of dincase ‘5 
facilitated by such an arrangemont. 
Whilst the arrangement permits of 
through ventilation it im only in very 
hot wenther that windown aro kept 
open, and then only at the wish of tho 
occupants of the outer compartments, 
The occupants of tho innor cubicles can 
have no any jn tho matter. * 

26. Another fault with the present 
type of tenement is that it Is bigger 
than tho absolute minimum — require- 
mentn of n family, fe, in view of 
hormal poverty St in bigger than tho 
normal family can afford. When the 
rent of a whole floor is beyond the 
family means, and when the Jaw por- 
mits the floor to be occupied by a 
greater number than tho family con- 
ninta of, {t is only natural that the 
apnre floor spnco should bo ronted out, 
and nt a profit. This situntion is sys- 
tenatically exploited and o middleman’s 
profits nro thua Introduced, with the 
renult that rents are increased for auch 
accommodation as the poor require or, 
alternatively, tha aren $n reduced for 
which tho poor can afford to pay. 

27, When the principle floor tenant 
sublots to all and sundry family Ife 
fn handicapped and parent controf over 
children is rendered diMceult.

Reference 
to the valuation tables in Appendix IV

at 66> nett interest, which is the normal 
return expectod by private enterprise.

2. From tho forelgn paragraphs it can 
be seen that the present type of tenement 
is net conducive to tho beast ty of 
family life; for, th it depends on 
through ventilation, though ite occup- 
anta for ihe ,most rt chp windows 
closed: its cost, in relation to the normal 
carnings of its tenants, makes ovor- 
crowding inevitable; by being virtually 
ony room per Moor it facilitates the spread 
of disease, It cannot be described as bein, 
xulted to the Needs and circumstances 0 
the masses. 


‘MULTISTORIED TENEMENTS 


+ 

30. Defore protgeding to consider 
possible !mproveinents it would ‘ade 
visable first, to glvo some attention to 
the question whelter Matsa or houses are 
beat suited to the Chinese poorer classes. 
In thelr villages, houses are normally one 
or two storied. In Hongkong the demand 
for dwellings and the shortage of good 
building land has led to the erection of 
fats, proximately 43¢6 of Hongkon; 
tenements are three storlea in height ani 
40'; are four storied. In Kowloon where 
development is of much Jater date than 
Victoria and where, owing to wider roads, 
Incrensed maximutn bullding helghta are 
possible, the majority of houses are only 
three stories high. One would tmarine 
that Jandlords would for the most part 
develope their Innd to the maximum 
intensity rmissibie. As they have not 
done so it can only be concluded that, 
not only $3 there no demand for many 
storied tenements, but that thero is even 
ovjection to them. 

1. In view of high tand valuca In 

Victoria, It seems fairly certain that, if 
any rehousing and replanning is to be 
done, some blocka of multistoricd 
tenements will hava to be erected. For 
family Ife there are many objections to 
Mats, There are, however, according to 
the Census Report of 1031, some 150,000 
people over 17 years of ake who are elther 
tingle or widowed. Although many arc 
no doubt living with thelr familles a large 
number will be ‘iving Independantly, If 
multistoried blocks must be erected they 
minht be designed to sult the needa of 
thin class, leaving the lower blocks for 
the use of familtea. 

32. Mighiand values make the provision 
uf two storied or alngle storied houses 
impossible for the masses. Even with 
Jand nt ite cheapest, the necessary rents 
would be prohibitive for all who could 
not pay at least $7 or $8 per month. 

23. ‘The question o: ho mixing oF 
neyregation of different social grades is 
a subject for controversy in Europe and 

articularly in Engtand. Amongst the 
Chinese the distinction between classes 
in tot Bo strictly regarded as in Europe. 
Differencen in circumstances there are, 
but they do not engender sharp social 
distinctions which prevent the mbdng 
of classes. Poor and wealthy frequently 
live side by side in similar houses, In 
England it fs now recognized that “while 
a grouping of congenial elements is a 
proper object of planning, the complete 
segregation of large blocks of different 
types of ‘houses 1s undesirable on 
social grounds,” Although social snob- 
bery ts to bo deplored, a complete Jack 
of class consciousness can give rise to a 
situation, which can by no -means 
regarded with equanimity, In Hongkong 
there are many people occupying flats 
in the congested areas, who could well 
afford to move to the outskirts, and pay 
rents for much better houses than they 


now occupy. Tholr presence in the 
congested areas reduces tho amount of 
accommodation availabio for the poorer 
classex, forecs up rents, and Increases the 
obstacles in the way of enforcement of 
fhe law againet overcrowding. if new 
housing is to be provided at the lowest 
posaible rent st fs essential that this class 
should be discouraged from deriving 
advantage from it, at the expense of the 
poor for whom such housing may 


provided, 

4. To many poopie. the slum dwellers 
appear to be a shiftiess crowd for whom 
the provisién of better quarters would. 
be a wasto of money. It must bo re- 
membered however that the vast ma- 
Jority sre the victims of economic cir- 
cumstances. They have been bom .and 
bred in the alums and have known no 
other environment. Experience in most 
countries has shown that tho great 
majority of slum tenants react almost 
immediately to improved surroundings. 

35. In Hongkong it is true that there 
ian a tendency to overcrowd, oven when 
More commodious accommodation can be 
afforded. Possibly this {s dua to centur- 
fes of Ife under unsettled conditions dur- 
Ing whicit time the herd instinct for self 
protection has become highly dovelop- 
ed; asibly it ja due to the Influx of 
relatives from the country, which, In come 
bination wlth the strong regard for 
family ties, leads to large numbers of 
relatives congregating under ono roof, In 
preference to splitting up into groups in 
repatate dwellings. atever the cuuse 
tho existence of this tendency must bo 
recognized. Overcrowding alone is a 
factor which strongly tends tawards the 
creation of alums; coupled with lack of 
tepalr and proper malntenanco of propert: 
rapid deterioration into alum conditions 
a certainty. 


TUITION IN ART OF LIVING 


36, The great majority however live 
under overerawded: conditions — from 
neceasity and not from cholee, and if 
Riven a chance will react favourably to 
improved environment. That some tition 
{n the art of llving ts neccasary must be 
conceded. They must be tatight the 
value of personal and houschold cleanil- 
hess, the proper use of sanitary appliances, 
respect for property and the ill effects of 
overcrowding, 

37, In many European housing schemes 
(1 is the normal practice: to employ care- 
takers, whoso dutics consist not merely 
In collecting renta and securing tho proper 
maintenance of the property, but who, in 
addition, take n personal interest In the 
teunntn and if necessary Influence them 
‘owardas the higher standards of cleanliness 
and comfort. In Holland, and In tho City 
of Westminster Housing Estate In London, 
this service goes even further, Women 
Lroperty managers, with experience of 
working class fc, arrange tenants in 
thelr new homes and help them in every 


potsiblo way. 

cat. A high, atandard of cleanliness and 
order, as o social obligation, can 
instilled by precept and guidance and, If 
necessary. by some measure of discipline. 
Although the great majority improve with 
Improved. environment there be undoubtads 
ly a minority who do not. I Holland and 
France thero is a sysicm 3f sc. venation 
tndesirable tenants. In Holland specia, 
culonies are set asida for this class, In 
Trance they are not sc completely isolated, 
but have a special portion of housin, 
schemes set aside for them. In both 
countries, when tha.tenants show evidence 
of improved social conduct and reaponsl 
billty, they can quallfy for removal into 
an ‘ordinary Louse. “The drawback to 
Such an arrangement is that, by segregat- 
ing the worst elements, the environment, 
especially ns regarda children, is very hittlo 
in fact, In somo respects it Is 
made worse as there is no feaven of 
better types with which they can: mix. 
Probably tho Interspersion of undesirable 
tenants among the better types will do 
more good, with the possibility of scgre- 
gation os a disciplinary measure if 
required. a

ECONOMICS OF 
COOLIE CHINESE 
A BIG FACTOR . 


BN A MEMORANDUM, remarkable for its com- 
prehensiveness, and brilliant in its. analytical 
description, Mr. W. H. Owen, B.Sc., A.R.I.B.A., 
A.M.T.P.I., of the Public Works Department, 
endeavours to tackle the housing and slum _pro- 
bloms of Hongkong. The momorandum, which 
is incorporated in the Housing Commission s 
report published yesterday, makes bold, not only 
to show why Hongkong has such acute housing 
and over-crowding problems, but to indicate the 
lines along which to solve them. 

Mr. Owen insists that it is useless to consider hous- 
ing and slum problems, without taking into full 
cognisance the economics attached thereto. Legislation, 
he says, which ignores economics is useless. He there- 
fore pays considerable attention, not only to economics 
of Hongkong’s housing problems, but to the financial 
-eonsiderations involved, while in an appendix he offers 
plans of what he regards as the most desirable type of 
tenement house to, be built for the lower-class Chinese, 
whose incomes are too, low to permit them to rent normal

Tamshui is on the cast bank of the Taikong River, which 
the Japancse must attempt to cross in thelr drive on tho railway.

It-is reported that vigorous! 


fighting proceeded throughout 
the night at Yimpotow, about 
three-quarters of a mile east of 
Tamshui, 

Japanese artillery was brought 
into play for the firat time since 
the invasion commenced, and a 
Jong-range bombardment waa 
carried out by Japanese naval 
ships, 

Tamshul was almost com- 
pletely wrecked when. the 
Japanese entered. For 72 
hours it has been gubjected to 
most incessant bombings by 
squadrons of Japanese 
machines, which have made 
Tamshui and Watchow, an- 
other Japanese objective, their

HEAVY LOSSES CLAIMED 


According to Chinese reports heavy 
losses were inflicted on tne Japanese 
In tne battle for possession of Tam- 
shui and Yimpotow.

The first Hongkong Budget 
under the gubernatorial ad- 
ministration of Sir Geoffry 
Northcote would appear, on 
first impressions, to present 
a somewhat gloomy preview of 
the future. Expenditure in 
1939 is expected to soar by over 
six milion dollars aince Decem- 
ber last year to an all-time re- 
cord of $38,502,760, leaving at 
the end of the year a deficit, if 


_jeertain commendable proposals 


by His Excellency..are carricd 


‘out, of approximately $2,800,000 


to be met from the Colony’s 
surplus balance. The Financial 
Secretary, whose clear exposi- 
tion of the financial position of 
the Colony is refreshing after 
previous uninformative state- 
ments laid before Hon, Council- 
lors, foreseca a $40,000,000 an- 
nual Budget in the not distant 
future. 

_In one respect, the cultivation 
in Hongkong of what can be 
called,‘ ‘Dollar Sense,” for 
want of a better expression, is 
somewhat unfortunate.

The rapid decrease in vacant 
tenements of all classes owing to the 
influx of refugees from China, Is 
shown in the report of Mr. J. Ring, 
Assessor, on the assessment for the 
year 1930-1939, which wus lnid be- 
Hae the Legislative Council yester- 
day. . 

According to the report, the num~- 
ber of floors reported and found 
vacant In 1937-1938 nvernged 842 per 
month us compared with 2,070 the 
previous year, while the number of 
all classes of tenements ench under 
one assessment reported and found 
vacant averaged 411 per ‘month’ as 
against 936. Thus the total vacan- 
cles averaged 1,253 per month com- 
pared with 3,006. For April this 
year, the total number of tenements 


d|ond floors found vacunt was 283 as 


against 2,595 the previous year. This 
great reduction was due to the influx 
of refugees from China since the 
previous August, following the out- 
break of the Sino-Jopanese hostlli- 
tles, ° 
The new rateable value of the 
tenements In Hongkong, Aplichaou, 
Kowloon and New Kowloon amounted 
to $35,502,622 as compared with 
$34,208,734, an increase of $1,203,888 
or 3.78 per cent. The valuation of 
the Clty of Victoria for the year 
19398-1939 is assessed at $21,346,621, an 
incrense of $542,074 on 2.61 per cent. 
Hongkong villages at $3,828,927, an 
fncrense of $256,149 or 7.17 per cent.;
